Exposure to Sun, Water 
Hastens Aging of Skin 


BY FRIEDA KAYE 


SAN FRANCISCO - It may 


be hard to believe, but women 
of age forty-plus who are 
sweltering this summer in 
high humidity areas such as 
New York City or Washington, 
D.C., are getting a free beau- 
ty treatment. According to an 
expert, they'll end up with a 
better complexion than wo- 
men who relax at sun-drench- 
~ed resorts. 


Robert L. Day, doctor of 


pharmacy and assistant dean 
of the School of Pharmacy at 
the University of California, 
said that three factors con- 
tribute to the dry skin prob- 
lem common to the majority 
of mature women. Principal 
culprit is years of exposure to 
sunlight, but an over-emphasis 
on cleanliness is also a factor. 
And, in menopausal women, 
an insufficient amount of the 
hormone estrogen also may 
be responsible. 


Avoid Face Powder 


On sunlight, Dr. Day said: 


"We have all seen the woman 
of 45 or 50 who has a very 
leathery skin, down to her 
dress line. Below that, the 
skin is fine and youthful in its 
texture." 


He offers two suggestions 


for women who live in low 
humidity areas: avoid the use 
of face powder (it accelerates 
skin dryness) and wash your 
face once a day only, prefer- 
ably at night. Emphasizing 
that he is not "anti-cleanli- 
ness," Dr. Day explained: 
"As we bathe, in many cases 
we are removing very protec- 
tive natural oils which enable 
our skin to remain soft and 
flexible." 


A wide assortment of cos- 


metic products is designed to 
ward off dry skin. On this 
subject, Dr. Day said: "My 
advice is to go out and buy 
the preparation which is the 
most simple and the least 
expensive." 
Pleasant Creams Available 
The simplest product that 


would keep a woman's skin 
from becoming dry in the 


summertime is one she most 
probably won't use, he said. 
That's petroleum jelly. "Many 
women would consider the 
'cure' worse than the 'disease' 
because petroleum is a very 
tacky, gooey material," he 
explained. 


Good substitutes are miner- 


al oil, baby oil and certain 
cold creams. But for those- 
who find these objectionable 
because they make the skin 
feel greasy, Dr. Day suggests 
creamy, perfumed products,- 
chemically known as water- 
continuous emulsions. Plea- 
sant to use, although often" 
less efficient 
in retarding 


moisture loss, these comprise 
the majority of lotions, van-" 
ishing creams and moisturiz- 
ers available today. If the 
pharmacist cannot identify 
the product, Dr. Day advises 
rubbing a liberal amount on 
the back of the hand. If it 
"vanishes," leaving the skin 
soft — but not oily or greasy 
— it is a water-continuous 
emulsion.

A pledge of $100 to help pay 


legal fees for a test case of a 
newly passed industrial revenue 
bonding act was approved by 
the Outagamie County Finance 
Committee Monday

The act, passed by the state 


legislature, is similar to those in 
some 48 other states, according 
to Donald Stone, manager of the 
Appleton A r e a Chamber of 
Commerce.

Exposure to Sun, Wafer 
Hastens Aging of Skin 


BY FRIEDA KAYE 


SAN FRANCISCO - It may 


be hard to believe, but women 
of age forty-plus who are 
sweltering this summer in 
high humidity areas such as 
New York City or Washington, 
D.C., are getting a free beau- 
ty treatment. According to an 
expert, they'll end up with a 
better complexion than wo- 
men who relax at sun-drench- 
ed resorts. 


Robert L. Day, doctor of 


pharmacy and assistant dean 
of the School of Pharmacy at 
the University of California, 
said that three factors con- 
tribute to the dry skin prob- 
lem common to the majority 
of mature women. Principal 
culprit is years of exposure to 
sunlight, but an over-emphasis 
on cleanliness is also a factor. 
And, in menopausal women, 
an insufficient amount of the 
hormone estrogen also may 
be responsible. 


Avoid Face Powder 


On sunlight, Dr. Day said: 


"We have all seen the woman 
of 45 or 50 who has a very 
leathery skin, down to her 
dress line. Below that, the 
skin is fine and youthful in its 
texture." 


He offers two suggestions 


for women who live in low 
humidity areas: avoid the use 
of face powder (it accelerates 
skin dryness) and wash your 
face once a day only, prefer- 
ably at night. Emphasizing 
that he is not "anti-cleanli- 
ness," Dr. Day explained: 
"As we bathe, in many cases 
we are removing very protec- 
tive natural oils which enable 
our skin to remain soft and 
flexible." 


A wide assortment of cos- 


metic products is designed to 
ward off dry skin. On this 
subject, Dr. Day said: "My 
advice is to go out and buy 
the preparation which is the 
most simple and the least 
expensive."

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Can Rock Fesfs Be Controlled? 


Reaction to the rock festival at Tola 


has resulted in much discussion in the 
Fox Valley and much of the reaction has 
been negative. It seems that it is im- 
possible for anyone to be neutral over 
the event, or for many to admit that 
there may have been some good in the 
People's Fair as well as all the bad 
things which have been reported. 


^Revulsion at the bad, however, 


should not blind us to the positive things 
that may have happened — and the 
challenges which such an event present 
to us. Everyone seems to realize that 
there is a challenge of how to control the 
unabated selling, sharing and using of 
hard drugs which went on at the festival 
in open defiance of the law. It makes 
little sense to crack down on persons 
involved with marijuana, 
with the 


debate still raging about its effects and 
seriousness, when acid, mesc and speed 
can be dropped at will by thousands of 
people if they wish A solution to this 
aspect of the lola rock fest must be 
found. 


We hope it does not mean the 


abolition of rock fests. There is the 
challenge here to see if such events can 
be well organized and staged — as the 
lola fest obviously was not — because 
they seem to fulfill a need present for at 


least some of our young people. Many 
visitors to the rock fest, while com- 
menting on the many bad aspects of it 
including the drugs and violence, were 
impressed by the community feeling of 
the young people present. Such mass 
gatherings seem to provide a chafice fbi* 
the younger generation to come together 
and share their hopes and fears and joys. 


There is a challenge in that, too. 


Young people would not be willing to pay 
$14 apiece to spend three days at a rock 
fest if there weren't something there 
which is unavailable elsewhere. That is 
true of many of the participants even"if 
one discounts those who come to trip on 
drugs or practice sex or just to hear 
much music, some of it good and some 
not so good. 


Perhaps that is even the greatest 


challenge offered by the recent rock 
festival at lola. The "straights" of 
society, especially their officials, will be 
copping out if they simply move to 
abolish rock fests without considering 
the reason for such events and why they 
draw so many young people. We do not 
condone the drugs, the sexual per- 
missiveness or the violence. But we do- 
feel that the rock festival had more than 
that — and that something else is worth 
investigating. 


There's Money in Revolution 


There's money in revolution, as 


Abbie Hoffman, Jerry Rubin and the 
nation's book publishers are finding out. 


Hoffman has published two books 


which have sold more than 191,000 copies 
and have earned him more than $50,000. 
Then Revolution for the Hell of It was 
purchased by Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer for 
a movie. Rubin's book Do It has sold 
175,000 copies since it appeared last year 
and he has earned at least $45,000. 


The two revolutionaries have also 


become wise in the ways of publishing 
promotion and economics. Rubin's 


performance at the Chicago conspiracy 
trial helped greatly in selling his book. 
His publisher, Simon and Schuster, calls 
him "great promoter." Rubin returns 
the compliment. "Even a good Com- 
munist can respect a good capitalist," he 
says. "My publishers have distributed 
the book well." 


So at the moment Hoffman is writing 


two more books and Rubin is at work on 
his second. But in the end they may turn 
on their publishers.

In a surprise move the government of 


North Korea has announced that it is 
willing to sign a nonaggression pact 
with South Korea — if all American 
troops are removed. 


Whatever the sincerity in the 


suggestion, it does represent something 
of a change from the hard line and in- 
creasing aggressiveness of the North 
Koreans in the last eighteen months. 
During that time, there were more raids 
on the South, an elaborate attempt to 
assassinate President Chung Hee Park 
of South Korea, the seizing of the Pueblo 
and the mistreatment of its crew. There 
was concern that North Korea was 
launching an extensive effort to gain 
control of the South. 


But now the line is that it is the United 


States that stands in the way of peace 
and unification in Korea. The North 
Korean statement demanding the with- 
drawal of all American troops prior to a 
nonaggression pact and moves toward 
"free" elections for unification said that 
"to prevent uar in Korea today, the 
source of war must be removed." 


It is not difficult to understand why 


the North Koreans have changed their 
tactics The growing pressure in the 
United Stales to get out of Asia or at 
least to decrease our influence there. 
President Nixon's Guam policy which

But there 
are almost that number of Korean troops 
fighting in Vietnam. South Korea has 
been steadily improving economically. 
There appears to be little threat to 
President Park's regime despite the 
curtailment of civil liberties from the 
American point of view. It has been 
seventeen years since the Korean ar- 
mistice and our troops are still there. 
The South Korean government has 
always been more stable than any in 
Saigon. In 1987, how many American 
troops will still be in Indochina? 


The Korean situation was con- 


siderably different from that in Vietnam 
although the eventual aim — control of 
all the country by the Communists — 
was the same. In Korea, the North 
launched an attack without provocation 
in the belief that the United States did 
not consider Korea important. The 
United States authorized the "police 
action" to repel the invaders. In Viet- 
nam the aggression grew because the 
government in the South refused to 
consider holding elections which, even if 
completely free, probably would have 
put Ho Chi Minn in power. 


American intervention in both places 


may have prevented a Communist take- 
over although in Indochina in particular 
the future is cloudy.

First Years Crucial 


"The first two years of a 


deaf child's life are the most 
crucial if he is to learn to 
react to and act in a world of 
sound." explained E l e a n o r 
Vorce, supervisor of Lexing- 
ton's preschool program 


"The child must get used to 


the existence of sound and 
language. Unless we 
force 


him to associate everything 
that happens to him with 
some sound, he'll ignore it. 
He'll grow up without lan- 
guage and take his cues from 
the nonverbal environment." 


A child with normal hear- 


ing. 
Miss Vorce continued, 


spends about a year listening 
before uttering his first word. 
If a deaf child is ever to 
speak he must be provided 
with at least as many hours 
of stimulation. He must be 
made to see the word, to fee! 
it and, depending on the 
extent of damage, to hear it 
somewhat with a hearing aid

explained, is not concerned 
with whether or not Susan 
understands She wants her to 
listen.

speech, through hearing and 
lip reading, will come later. 


Deaf babies. Miss Vorce 


added, are taught with two 
basic facts 
in mind: 
like 


normal babies they are visual- 
ly oriented, and they under- 
stand pitch patterns before 
they distinguish meanings of 
words. 


"So, since most babies hear 


something," Miss Vorce said, 
' we talk to them constantly, 
making sure they're watching 
our faces a good part of the 
time. We teach their parents 
to do the same thing.
